Ermine skin is at Bear hillnearest Edimon 
ton, Sampson uext south, and Bobtail on 
Battle river. The whole tract is excellent, 
but if anything the central portion 
best. The reserves ave taken here but are 
not yet surveyed, These Indians number 
f00 souls, about 800 being adherante of the 
Roman Catholic church, and seem to be the 
most progressive of allthe bands who have 
taken treaty in this part of the North West. 
Each family has a large fleld, whieh is well 
eared for, and the crops look well. In an- 
other year or two, judging from present ap- 
pearances, these bands will be self support- 


ing, There have been very few deaths an) 
ong them lately and very little disease, 
They are quite contented but are anxious to 


have their reserves surveyed, A great deal 
of the credit for the superior advancement of 
this band is due to the exertions of the jin 
structor Mr. Lucas, who spares no pains to 
assist them inevery way.
